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Thursday Fire 
Takes Home

A house fire in Melson Ridge last 
Thursday resulted in the complete loss 
of the mobile home and left the 
residing family scrambling to find a 
new place to stay. 

The Adair County Fire Dept, arrived 
on scene at around 4 p.m. Thursday, 
but despite the best efforts of 15 
firemen, there was no chance at saving 
the home. Last week’s frigid 
temperatures made battling the blaze a 
difficult affair. 

“It wasn’t completely engulfed when 
we got there but it was already burning 
through the roof,” Adair County Fire 
Chief Terry Flatt says. “It spread very 
quickly, and the cold and freezing 
temperatures makes everything more 
difficult because you can’t let the water 
freeze.” 

The house’s residents - Marty Helm, 
Melissa McGill, and their children - 
were home at the time, but weren’t 
aware of the fire until it was too late. 

“Our neighbor drove by and told us 
the house was on fire,” McGill says. 
“They saw it before we did, because it 
was in the roof.” 

Firefighters stayed on scene working 
to contain the inferno for three hours, 
but the damage was done. 

“We did about all we could do with 
it,” Flatt says. “We were able to get a 
few items out for the family.” 

Flatt’s assessment of the cause is in

The Adair County School Board’s 
January meeting was both lengthy and 
eventful, as the Board approved 
construction of canopies outside Adair 
County High School and Adair County 
Elementary, and also heard the annual 
“State of the Schools” addresses from 
each principal last Thursday. 

The canopies - according to 
Superintendent Alan Reed - have been a 
need at ACHS and ACES since the 
schools were built.

the need for these [structures],” Reed 
said to the Board, noting that some 
students waiting for buses, as well as 
parents picking up their children, have 
had to weather cold, rain, and snow this 
year because of the lack of shelter. 

The canopy at ACES will be basic and 
flat, and a slightly more elaborate design 
with an angled roof was proposed for 
ACHS. 

Gabe Jones, an architect with Ross, 
Sinclair & Associates, explained that 
both canopies will be pre-engineered and 
factory made, making installation as easy 
and cheap as possible. Construction is 


lingering above home plate. However, 
Derek Cape, an Adair County native 
and former ACHS and Lindsey Wilson 
College standout, is turning that dream 
into a reality. Cape has signed with the 
Arizona Diamondbacks and will be 
attending their Spring Training Feb. 
27. 

“It’s been an insane couple of days,” 
Cape said Tuesday, beginning his 
story. “I was in Phoenix trying out for 
them this week, and they called me 
this morning and told me they wanted 
to offer me a contract.” 

Cape’s dream almost faded like that 
of so many other aspiring youngsters. 
In fact, the right hander hadn’t thrown 
in more than a year and a half, 
following an injury sustained during 
his impressive senior season at LWC 
that he thought effectively ended his 
hopes of a baseball future. That 
changed around Christmastime this 
year. 

“I had been student teaching, 
graduated, was offered a job teaching 
three weeks after that, and had just 
been teaching and coaching since 
then,” Cape, the North Hardin P.E. 
teacher and baseball coach explained. 
“My players were using something 
called the Velocity-Plus Program, and 
I figured I might as well give it a try 
with them.” 

After a few weeks with the program, 
which builds strength by having 
players practice throwing different

see School Board, 
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Hospital Board 
Talks Finances

As would be expected of any entity 
facing a large deficit, the bulk of 
Tuesday night’s regularly scheduled 
monthly meeting of the Adair County 
Hospital District Board of Trustees 
centered on the current financial status 
and trends of the hospital. David Hayes, 
the hospital’s CFO, presented the 
somewhat discouraging news. 

“We’re down about 39-percent on our 
business this year,” Hayes stated. “Then 
with the clinics, when you combine them 
all together, they’re down about 21- 
percent from this time a year ago.” 

Much of the downturn, particularly for 
the month of December, which was the 
most recent month that data was 
available for, can be attributed to the 
antiquated roof leaking on Dec. 5. The 
leak and subsequent damage caused 
much of the behavioral health unit to be 
closed for two weeks. That, however, 
was only the most significant factor in 
what Hayes reported to be an area-wide 
trend. 

“Honestly, this is pretty typical for 
many places around here,” Hayes added. 
“I’ve looked at Taylor County, 
Breckenridge County and others, and 
they’re all down this month.” 

From a monetary standpoint, those 
percentages translate to a more than $4 
million decrease in total patient revenue 
from the same time one year ago. 
However, through wise spending and

The weather has been varying degrees of 
unpleasant for weeks. I, like most of the rest of 
the county apparently, have been fighting a cold 
that just doesn’t want to go away, and even if I 
did feel 100-percent, there’s not much to do this 
time of year anyway. With all that said, it should 
surprise no one that I’ve spent way too much time 
watching TV lately, an absurd, embarrassing, 
tremendous amount of TV. College basketball 
games that I don’t care about, mediocre television 
shows I’ve never heard of before, talk shows - 
I’ve watched a little of everything. 

Even sitting here Tuesday evening typing this 
column, I’ve already got my DVR set to record 
the UK game and Justified, since I have to work 
tonight. So while I’ll welcome spring with open 
arms, embrace the sunshine and stay outside (and 
away from the television) when the time comes in 
a couple of months, the past weeks have provided 
a new insight into how technology has advanced 
and changed the way we live over the past decade 
or so. 

When I was a little kid, we had two TVs in our 
house. One of them was small and old and we 
kept it upstairs. The “big” TV was around 30 
inches and weighed, to the best of my memory, 
400 pounds. It sat in the living room, on the 
strongest entertainment-center shelf ever built. 

We got about 10 channels -all networks. If the 
weather was bad, we got one channel: Fox 34 
(not to be confused with Fox 41 and Fox 56, 
which meant a third of our options were the same 
station). My only other viewing options were a 
handful of VHS tapes. The picture was grainy but 
that didn’t matter because HDTV wasn’t a thing 
yet. I know people that lived in town had more 
options, because my friends at school had cable 
and I was jealous that they got Nickelodeon. 

I say all this to preface one simple fact: As 
recently as the mid-1990s, a lot of folks only had 
a few basic options for TV, and now the options 
are almost infinite. There are few aspects of our 
day-to-day lives that have been impacted by 
developing technology as much as television. 

Do you guys remember having to miss a show 
or game and taping it on VHS? Anyone more 
than a few years younger than me doesn’t. I’ve 
got two separate shows recording at home right 
now. I didn’t have to use a tape, disc, or 
witchcraft. I set both to record automatically 
weeks ago and they’ll be there ready to watch 
anytime I want. 

If I’m in the mood for something else I can 
check out the hundred or so channels that come 
with my basic DirecTV package. If I’m in a 
particularly picky mood, I can browse Netflix and 
the hundreds of shows and movies they can 
stream directly to my light-as-a-feather television 
in a matter of seconds. 

Change usually creeps up on us so slowly that 
we don’t even realize we’re adapting and 
reshaping our lives to suit the latest 
developments. Our free time, which for most of 
us is the most valuable time we have, is largely 
dictated by what technology tells us is the most 
worthy way to pass the time. We don’t even 
notice it. 

I’m not saying it’s a bad thing - I’m obviously 
a fan of this superior TV-watching experience. It 
does make me curious though about what kind of 
changes the next 15-20 years have in store, and 
not only pertaining to TV. I bet the difference is 
greater than most would predict.

Resuming: A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair 
County History, Part 9. This is not considered complete, nor 
certainly up to date, hut is a beginning point for future researchers. 

Salato, James C., born in New York, graduate of University of 
Louisville Medical School, began practice in Columbia about 1949. 
An avid sportsman, it was for he the Salato Wildlife Center at 
Frankfort was named. 

Sallee, Edward Thomas, born 15 March 1842 in Adair, died at his 
home, near Garlin, 22 December 1922, aged “about 82” according 
to his obituary, a son of Jacob and Rhoda Sallee. He was an 1878 
graduate of University of Louisville Medical College. Dr. Sallee 
lived near Garlin and practiced there from 1891 until his health 
began to fail. A September 1903 Adair County News article stated: 
“Dr. Ed. Sallee has decided to resume practice. He can be found 
near the post office (Garlin) with his niece, Mrs. Huffaker...” He 
was a merchant at Garlin in 1904. He was never married and was 
buried in the Sallee Cemetery, near Pleasant Grove, in Adair 
County, alongside his siblings and parents. 

Sallee, Marshall O., born 18 April 1847 in Adair, died 31 October 
1909. He was a dentist, practicing in Columbia in 1897; received 
his professional training at Nashville, Tennessee. In 1900 his office 
was over Hughes, Coffey & Hunter on the Columbia Square. He 
moved his practice to Liberty, Casey County, in 1901, then to 
Middleburg. He seems also have had an office at Yosemite in 1905. 
His Columbia office space was later used by Dr. O.S. Dunbar. He 
was a son of Jacob and Rhoda Sallee, and brother of Dr. E.T. Sallee; 
buried in family cemetery. 

Sanders, William Ennis, practicing physician in 1917, resided 
near Pellyton and later Burgin, Mercer County; practiced for a time 
at Breeding, circa 1924. Born 6 May 1890 Adair County, married 
Adel. 


about 1920 when he moved to Greensburg, where he still resided at 
the time of his death, 4 July 1956. In January 1909 Drs Simmons 
and Bolin, of Jamestown, were enrolled for the term at Louisville 
Medical College; both were graduated in the summer of 1910. Dr. 
Simpson join in practice with Dr. L.C. Nell at Gradyville in mid- 
1910. He was son of Felix Simmons, of Jamestown. 

Simpson, George Thomas, born in Adair County, 11 November 
1852, son of John Clark Simpson. He studied medicine under Dr. 
Cartwright beginning in 1874; practiced in the Breeding area from 
1878 until his death in 1923. His daughter, Lyda, married Nathaniel 
T. Mercer and they were the parents of Dr. Nathaniel Allan Mercer, 
of Adair County. 

Simpson, Holland B., practiced around Breeding from 1904 until 
he moved to Greensburg in the late 1920s; studied at University of 
Nashville, and Louisville Medical College from which he was 
graduated in 1907. He was son of Dr. George T. and Montra 
Simpson of Breeding. 

Simpson, Ira, dentist, was graduated from the Louisville Dental 
College in 1907. He was son of Dr. George T. and Montra Simpson 
of Breeding. 

Slater, John Toms, bought a town lot in 1807, but had left the 
area by 1812. 

Smith, Roger has practiced dentistry in Columbia for several 
years. 

Sparks, Walter, born about 1821, physician practicing near 
Breeding in 1870, resided Leatherwood voting precinct. 

Squires, James W., born 17 November 1857, died 27 January 
1909, received his degree from the University of Louisville in 1880, 
practiced in Adair County in the 1880s until about 1892 when he 
moved to Missouri. He had a stroke in 1907 and came back to Adair 
where he died in 1909. He resided near Mt. Pleasant. Dr. Squires 
had ad in Columbia Herald, 18 November 1885: J.W. Squires, 
Physician and Surgeon, office at his residence, at Mt Pleasant, 3Q 
miles north of Columbia. 

Staples, James Gwinn, born 18 July 1875 near Columbia, son of 
Z.M. and Nannie Robertson Staples, a graduate of University of 
Louisville in 1901, practiced at Columbia for a time, thence in 1905 
to Alabama where he died, 20 April 1942 at Birmingham. Once 
resided at Gallion, Alabama; buried Oakhill Cemetery, Jasper, 
Walker County, AL.. 

Stapp, James Logan, dentist, born about 1838, Russell County, 
died 20 or 22 April 1907 Adair, son of Wyatt Stapp; practicing in 
Adair in 1889, resided near Gradyville in 1900, operating a mill 
near Dirigo in 1906. About 1903 Dr. Stapp took up the practice of 
“magnetic healing” and practiced for some time. 


Shaw, John W., born Roane County, Tennessee, herbalist, began 
practice prior to 1864, practiced in Adair and Russell Counties in 
the 1880s, died November 1927 at home in Adair County, age 75. 
He married a daughter of Dr. William R. Hadley. Dr. Shaw lived in 
the Tarter neighborhood in 1900 when he was engaged in having a 
grist mill built. 

Shaw, Robert L., born Pittsylvania County, VA about 1827, began 
practice prior to 1864, practicing in Adair, Clinton and Russell 
Counties in 1889. 

Sherman, Henry M., an ear, nose and eye specialist who came 
from St. Louis to practice in Adair and Green Counties in the 1880s 
and 1890s. 


Stapp, James Monroe, dentist, native of Adair County, practicing 
“in the West” as of 14 October 1903. Dr. J.M. Stapp, dentist, 
practicing in Phillips township, Coal County, Oklahoma in 1910, 
aged 45; still practicing according to 1940 Johnston County, 
Oklahoma census, age 77. Son of Dr. James L. Stapp. 

Stevenson, Thomas, a general practitioner at the University of 
Louisville. 

Stone, William Davis, of Liberty, Casey County, born Adair 
County 11 October 1827, died at his home 7 January 1901, aged 71, 
burial at Hustonville. He served as assistant surgeon in 13th KY 
Cavalry, Civil War. He resided Casey County from 1852 until his 
death, married Lucy Holtzclaw in 1854 Casey County. 


Simmons, Simpson J., practiced at Gradyville from 1909 until To be continued...

The ACHS Academic Team 
brought home the school’s ninth 
consecutive Governor’s Cup 
District Championship on 
Monday, Jan. 27.

After discussion of the 
canopies was over, the next big 
item on the agenda was the 
“State of Schools” reports. 

ACHS Principal Troy Young 
was the first to share, and 
offered insights into the many 
changes that have been 
implemented at the high school. 

Young explained that the 
district’s newfound focus on 
college and career readiness is 
already paying dividends, as 
Robin Loy was hired this year as 
the school’s college and career 
readiness coach. Seventy-seven 
students have already met the 
“college and career ready” 
benchmarks. 

“That’s a huge jump from 
where we were last year,” Young 
said. 

As for areas that need 
improvement at the school, 
Young identified several 
communication challenges, but 
also said that steps are already 


being taken to improve 
communication, both among 
teachers and administrators as 
well as with parents. Teacher 
Kevin Robertson has taken on a 
role as ACHS’ parent liaison, 
and Young hopes that the 
position will help foster stronger 
communication between parents 
and educators. 

In Young’s closing, he offered 
his opinion on the just-approved 
canopy at the school. 

“That’s a long time coming,” 
he said. 

Adair County Middle School 
Principal Alma Rich followed 
Young, and divided her school’s 
report into four categories: 
accomplishments, obstacles, 
future, and goals. 

Starting on a positive note, 
Rich announced that KPREP 
(the state’s standardized tests) 
scores were up in almost every 
area, and that there were no gaps 
this year with students’ scores. 
Rich also said that some eighth 
graders were taking math, 
science, and technology classes 
for high school credit, 
highlighting the strong academic 
culture at the middle school. 


Rich said that the primary 
obstacle the school is facing 
right now is space. 

“We have teachers working 
out of closet spaces and working 
one on one with students in the 
hallway,” Rich said, adding that 
one teacher even uses the 
cafeteria as a classroom. 

In conjunction with the space 
issue, class size has also become 
a concern. There are as many as 
35 students in some middle 
school classes, and classes that 
size mean less individual 
instruction time for each student. 

ACES Principal Steve Burton 
spoke next, offering an 
optimistic report on the school 
and its future. 

“It’s a great time to be a part 
of ACES right now,” Burton 
said. “Our teachers are working 
harder now than ever before.” 

He went on to detail the broad 
changes that the school 
undertook at the start of the 
school year, primarily in 
incorporating teachers from 
John Adair, Colonel William 
Casey, and ACMS into the 
ACES family. 

Burton said that ACES has 


moved to more personalized 
styles of teaching, including a 
revamped schedule for third 
grade that allows time every day 
for students to learn from the 
subjects of their choosing. 

“We want you to pursue your 
interests,” Burton said. 

Early release Fridays have 
proved to be beneficial, 
according to Burton, and his 
staff has taken the data analysis 
seriously. 

“We’re putting faces with 
those numbers,” Burton said. 

In his closing, Burton said 
that ACMS’ main goal is 
continuing to improve. 

“We are a proficient school, 
Burton said. “We’re very proud 
of that fact, but that’s not good 
enough. We want to be 
distinguished.” 

Adair County Primary Center 
Principal Patty Jones was the 
last to give her report. 

“It’s been an interesting first 
semester,” Jones said of the 
newly opened school. “I feel 
like I’ve come out from under 
water since after Christmas. We 
kind of had to establish a new 
school from the ground up.” 


Most of Jones’ report focused 
on building a successful culture 
at ACPC, including establishing 
a vision statement, motto, and 
new policies for the institution. 
Jones said that the staff is 
adjusting well to the new 
configuration, and that 
technology at the school, 
including projectors and iPads, 
continues to be installed and 
implemented. 

Most of Jones’ areas of 
concern were centered on space. 
Class sizes are too big, traffic 
and parking have been issues, 
and intervention capabilities 
have been reduced due to having 
more students and a smaller 

staff. 

In other business at 

Thursday’s meeting the Board: 

•Unveiled its newly 
redecorated boardroom. Pictures 
of students were put up along 
each wall, and inspirational 
quotes adorn wall space that 

isn’t used for pictures. 

Superintendent Reed said that he 
wanted the new layout to look 


like a room whose sole purpose 
is dedicated to students and 
young people. 

•Reappointed Floyd Burton as 
the Board’s chairman, Greg 
Willis as vice-chairman, and 
Superintendent Reed as 
secretary. 

•Heard the maintenance 
report from maintenance 
director Ricky Bault. 

Bault said that tile work in 
ACES’ lobby is finished, 
although the floors in the ACPC 
bathrooms still weren’t 
satisfactory. 

The new scoreboards for John 
Burr Memorial Gym were 
installed, up, and running, and 
the baseball scoreboard is on 
campus and will be installed 
before the season starts. 

Bault also noted that the 
severe cold spell this month only 
caused one water line to bust, in 
the high school football locker 
room. 

All Board members except 
Joe Payne were present for the 
meeting.

Adair Students Earn All-District Band Honors

The Adair County Marching 
Band has a long and storied 
history of success, capturing 
countless state and national 
honors. The students who make 
up the legendary program, 
however, do not simply wait 
around for next season to start 
after the state championships 
conclude. This week, 42 Adair 
County students were named to 
the 2014 All-District Band. 

“Marching band is just one 
unit of our program,” Adair 
Band Director Tom Case said on 
Tuesday. “After marching 
season concludes, students 
participate in concert band, pep 
band, jazz band, percussion 
ensemble and winter guard. We 
really strive to make all of these 
groups better at an individual 
level.” 

In concert band, students have 
the option to audition as both an 
individual and as a 
representative of the Adair Band 
program, and may qualify at 
both the District and State 
levels. Each student is given 
audition material designed for 
their respective instrument, and 


then prepare and practice on 
those materials leading up to the 
audition. 

“It’s not uncommon for 
students to practice on their 
own, or even stay after school 
for help with either myself or 
Mr. Holmes,” Case explained. 
“They even came to the band 
room over Christmas break as 
well as on a few Saturdays for 
individual help.” 

After intense and extensive 
practice, the auditions are held 
in a regional or district area, and 
the individual instrumental 
performances are judged by a 
musician who specializes in that 
particular instrument. This year, 
more than 225 students from 
surrounding counties auditioned 
and the top auditions were 
selected to the All-District 
Bands. 

Adair County had 23 students 
selected to the 2014 All-District 
Junior Band and 19 students 
chosen for the All-District 
Senior Band, leaving a 
remarkable 42 students with All- 
District honors. The All-District 
Concert will take place on Feb. 
15 in either Somerset or Russell 
Springs. 


“We’re very proud of them, 
and it’s a huge payoff for the 
individual student to earn such 
an honor,” Case said. “It not 
only makes them better on their 
instrument, but in turn, a 
stronger individual band student 
makes our overall band even 
better.”

staff reductions, Westlake 
reduced its total operating 
expenses by $2.1 million in the 
same time frame. 

Those cuts, plus positive 
trends in extraordinary income 
and meaningful use funds, leave 
the hospital’s net lossat just 
$73,684. These numbers suggest 
that, with a more consistent 
patient revenue stream, Westlake 
could be turning a solid profit. 

That solid profit is necessary, 
given that the hospital’s total 
current assets, $4,552,363 , pale 
in comparison to the significant 
total liabilities, $21,805,835 still 
burdening the entity. 

“We had a really slow 
December,” Westlake CEO Neal 
Gold said. “We’re picking back 
up this month and trying to keep 
things improving.” 

In other news at Tuesday 
night’s meeting, the Board of 
Trustees: 

•Appointed members to new 
positions following Gold’s move 
from Vice-Chairman to CEO. 
Richard Grant was named the 
new Vice-Chairman, while Brad 
Keltner was appointed as 
Secretary. 

•Heard an Administrative 
Report from CEO Neal Gold, 
who provided a bit of 
background and praise for staff 
additions Joseph Payne, 


Radiologist; Carolyn Hare, 
Nurse Practitioner; and Brian 
Gaskin, Nurse Practitioner. 

“This gets a nurse practitioner 
assigned to a specific clinic,” 
Gold explained. “No more 
shuffling around. 

“We’re hoping they’ll be able 
to build practices and develop a 
base of patients they see on a 
regular basis. I think not having 
that has hurt us in the past, and 
I’m glad to say we’re beyond 
that.” 

Gold then provided an update 
on the new roof being put on 
Westlake, and outlined the new 
floor being installed as well. 
Gold says that the roof is 
currently between 25-percent 
and one-third finished, and that 
by the next meeting in late 
February, he hopes the floor is 
complete as well. 

The CEO then lauded the new 
ultrasound machine being used 
by Westlake. 

“We probably paid for 20- 
percent of the cost of the 
machine in the last two days 
alone,” Gold claimed. “It’s been 
a big success.” 

Gold also announced that he 
would be creating the position of 
marketing director to help 
improve the hospital’s image as 
well as how it communicates

both with its employees and the 
community. He hopes to fill that 
position internally to save 
money. 

Gold closed with a statement 
about upcoming employee 
training at Westlake in order to 
continue improving their 
already-high customer 

satisfaction ratings. He said that 
the current 95-percent statistics, 
which rank in the top one- 
percent in the country, are still 
not good enough for a hospital 
in a small town where one bad 
incident can travel quickly. 

“Everyone understands how 
important customer service is,” 
Gold said. “We can do a 
wonderful job, but every time 
we mess up it pulls us down and 
undoes a lot of that.” 

•Approved bad debt write-offs 
to be turned over to a collection 
agency. 

•Made two new staff 
appointments and reappointed 
two staff members, all 
unanimously approved at the 
recommendation of Dr. Giles 
and the staff. 

•Entered executive session to 
discuss proposed or pending 
litigation against or on behalf of 
the hospital, in accordance with 
KRS 61.810(1)(C). No action 
was taken following the session.

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Cattle Prices, Cold 
Weather, & Cattle Health 

Cattle prices have entered 2014 roaring as four weight steers 
have been greeted with $2 prices at the yards. At the same time, 
fiercely cold weather has taken its toll on many cattle operations. 
While we cannot control the weather, the events are worthy of 
discussion. 

Attractive cattle prices can make pulling calves off the cows and 
sending them straight to market very tempting. However, if you 
look closely at market reports or have watched cattle sales recently, 
you will find a wide spread in the value of calves. For example, 5 
weight steers had a 16 cent spread last week according to USD A 
market reports. In other words, an $80 per head difference existed 
among 5 weights with the most discounts being handed to non- 
weaned calves. The average discount on 5 weight bull calves were 
11 cents, or $55 per head. While cattle prices are very good, don’t 
overlook the simple ways to add value to the calf crop. 

There have been multiple reports for farmers who have lost 
livestock as a result of bitter cold temperatures. As temperatures 
dive into single digits and wind chills below zero, newborn calves 
are at the greatest risk. Providing windbreaks, shelter, high quality 
feed sources, and ample water is important during these times. 
However, under the best management losses can sometimes be 
inevitable under these conditions. Most recently have been reports 
of cattle aborting calves early in pregnancy. It is unknown at this 
time as to whether or not these incidences were related to stress 
from recent cold weather. Aborted fetuses can be submitted to the 
UK Livestock Diagnostic lab for testing. Diagnoses are more likely 
able to be made when the placenta is submitted along with the 
fetus. 

With cattle prices high, weather cold, and feed prices relatively 
cheap; producers may be considering creep feeding calves this 
winter. Creep feeding can increase the weaning weight of calves 
however feed conversion can be as poor as 10 lbs of feed per 1 lbs 
of gain. Care also must be taken to avoid over conditioning 
replacement heifers as fat deposited in udder will negatively impact 
future milk production. Creep feeding rations should be balanced 
carefully to minimize the risk of bloat and acidosis. A common 
strategy is to incorporate salt into the ration at a rate of 3-10% to 
limit daily intake of the creep ration.

The Adair County Indians and Lady Indians were both in action 
at Taylor County Tuesday night for 20th District matchups with the 
Cards and Lady Cards. The ladies jumped out to an early lead in the 
first contest and never looked back, cruising to an easy win, but the 
boys were denied victory despite a competitive performance against 
one of the Fifth Region’s top squads. 


Lady Indians 48 Taylor County 22 

Coach James Turner’s Lady Indians used pressure defense in the 
first game of the night to overcome their own poor shooting 
performance and force Taylor County into turnovers, running away 
with a relatively easy win, 48-22. 

“I thought we passed the ball really well, but we have to finish 
the shots,” Turner said postgame. “We turned it over too much, but 
when you have a lead like that it tends to get a little sloppy 
sometimes.” 

Adair established a strong inside presence early on in this one, 
with Alex Keltner putting the games first points on the board with a 
drive through the lane for two. Sophomore forward Beth Owens 
went to work on the offensive glass, scoring on a put back and 


following her own basket with another offensive rebound and dish 
to Keltner for two more. Senior Emily Peck’s elbow jumper 
stretched the lead even further, to 8-1, before the Lady Cardinals 
even made a basket, and the first quarter ended with the Tribe 
leading, 11-3. 

The second quarter followed a similar theme, as Owens and 
Harlee Smock continued to crash the glass for Adair and earn 
second chance points. Smock reeled off five straight points off 
passes from Owens, and Owens put back another Adair miss to 
stretch the lead to 18-5. Kassidi Taylor splashed in a three just 
moments later, and freshman Katherine Curry finished off a 
Brooklyn Coomer miss down low to expand the lead to 18. The 
score was 28-7 by intermission, and the rest of the game was 
essentially a formality. 

The third quarter mirrored the first two for Adair, as the lead 
continued to grow throughout the period. Brooklyn Coomer 
facilitated the Lady Indian offense from the forward position, 
hitting Smock on a cut to the basket for two and then finding 
Owens on a similar play for another bucket. Later in the quarter, 
Coomer hit Curry in the lane for two points and her third assist of

Adair County Makes Road Trip to Nelson County

The Lady Indians opened the 
action last Friday night in a girl- 
boy doubleheader against 
Nelson County. Adair grabbed a 
slim lead early, maintaining 
control of the hotly-contested 
battle for much of the game, but 
found themselves unable to 
muster a bucket in crunch time, 
falling 44-42. 

“Neither team played very 
well,” said Head Coach James 
Turner following the loss. “We 
had a great opportunity to pick 
up a quality win, but just 
couldn’t make a play when we 
needed it most.” 

The Lady Indians grabbed an 
8-7 lead after the first quarter, an 
offensive performance that 
would set the tone for the 
remainder of the game as both 
teams struggled to score. 


The squads would each break 
through a bit in the second, 
however, finding their scoring 
rhythm at a more respectable 
clip. Adair tallied 15 points in 
the quarter, giving them a 23-18 
halftime lead. 

After three quarters, the 
contest was knotted at 34, but in 
the fourth, the Lady Indians 
could produce just eight points 
yet again. The cold shooting left 
them at just 31-percent from the 
field on the night, and despite 
not fairing much better, the Lady 
Cardinals were able to eek out a 
44-42 win. 

“Our defense was able to keep 
us in the game, so that’s a 
positive,” Coach Turner began. 
“Despite numerous turnovers 
and a horrible shooting 
percentage, we had a chance to 
win.” 

Beth Owens was the only 
Lady Indian to reach double 


figures in the contest, scoring 11 
points on the night, but requiring 
16 shot attempts to reach the 
mark. Junior forward Harlee 
Smock tallied nine points to go 
with nine rebounds, lead guard 
Alex Keltner notched six and 
senior Emily Peck scored five. 
Forward Brooklyn Coomer 
pitched in four points to 
accompany her team-high 10 
rebounds. Sammy Jo Kemp also 
had four points, and Katherine 
Curry rounded out the scoring 
with three of her own. 


Indians Fall to Rival Russell County 


Indians 48 
Russell County 71 

In the first of two meetings 
between the longstanding rivals 
this season, the Indians hosted 
Russell County last Thursday 
night at John Burr Memorial 
Gymnasium. An abysmal 
shooting night for the Tribe, 
who shot just 32-percent from 
the field, including a horrific 1- 
for-16 effort from beyond the 
arc, spelled doom for the 
perimeter heavy scoring attack 
of the Indians, who fell 71-48. 

“I think the biggest difference 
in this one was the way we shot 
it from outside compared to how 
they shot it,” Head Coach Mark 
Fudge said. “We were just one 
of 16, while they went 10-for-16 
from three.” 

The electric atmosphere as a 
result of a packed house in 
support of both teams was at its 
height early in this one. The 
Indians stole the ball after 
Russell County won the tip, and 
senior guard Matt Fudge sank a 
pull-up jumper for the game’s 
first score. Russell County 
would answer, however, rattling 
off three straight buckets and 
establishing their inside 
dominance early. A Russell 
County three made it 11-2 in 
favor of the Lakers. 

Fudge would tack on three 
more scores, tallying the first 
eight points for the Indians 
before finding fellow senior Ty 
Bennett for a three that cut the 
lead to 16-11 with 1:54 to play 
in the first quarter. Bennett 
would draw a shooting foul on 
the next trip, making both, and 
establishing the incredibly tight- 
yet-inconsistent whistle that 
would prevent any sort of 
rhythm from being established 
by either team. After one, 
Russell County held to a 20-13 
advantage. 

Zach Hutchison went to the 
line for two, making both for the 
Indians to open the second 
quarter. Russell County, 
however, owned the offensive 
glass all night long with superior 
physicality, and former-Indian 
transfer Colton Back sank a 
three off an offensive rebound. 
Two Fudge free throws were 
followed by another Back three, 
and a slashing score by Chance 
Melton was sandwiched by 
Russell County and-ones. At the 


half, the Lakers found 
themselves on top 36-24. 

Melton would slash and score 
again to open the second half 
and cut the lead to 10, but 
Russell controlled the quarter, 
both on the offensive backboard 
and from the perimeter with 
Back and another former Indian 
guard, Kel Stotts, who nailed a 
pair of threes in the quarter. The 
Indians would never be closer 
than 11 points in the third, and 
with one frame left to play, the 
Lakers were ahead 51-35. 

The free throw shooting 
contest escalated even further in 
the fourth, as the first 10 total 
points of the quarter were scored 
at the line. A Nick Coffey bucket 
inside gave Russell the first field 
goal of the period and pushed 
the lead to 20, 58-38. 

With both teams living at the 
line and fouls piling up, both 
coaches went to their reserves 
with just under three minutes to 



what would be a back-and-forth 
affair, ultimately prevailing, 49- 
46. 

“I was proud of the way our 
guys fought back after starting 
so poorly,” Coach Mark Fudge 
said of the comeback. “Even 
though we didn’t play as well as 
we would have liked, it was 
good to get the win.”

By the time you read this column, 
we’ll all be just a few days away from 
the Super Bowl. The entire sports scene 
essentially moves out of the way the 
week before, so there’s very little in the 
way of noteworthy discussion outside of 
Super Bowl talk. That’s how big “the 
game” is. In fact, it isn’t so much a 
game anymore. It’s a spectacle, an 
event, even a holiday. 

And that’s what I want to talk about this week. Whereas other 
major national holidays come with days off of work and the general 
understanding that the days before and after should be treated with 
a certain amount of time to plan, celebrate and rest, the Super Bowl 
is dropped in the middle of our weekend on a Sunday afternoon. 
Monday is back to business as usual with nothing more than water 
cooler talk about the game and Sportscenter highlights. 

That leaves many Americans in a tough spot. You can’t 
“celebrate” the Super Bowl a day or two before or after the game 
itself in the way that some families do with Christmas festivities. 
The entire point ofthe many parties, get-togethers and events is the 
game. Even if a huge portion of your guests don’t care about or 
even watch the game, it serves as the background noise for the 
night of fun. 

The biggest problem, however, is that the spectacle takes placeon 
a Sunday afternoon, which easily floods over into Sunday night. 
Most often, the Super Bowl ends after 11 p.m. Central Time, which 
puts a huge chunk of America (the east coast) up and watching 
football with a house full of friends after midnight. By the time the 
game ends, and you either make the drive home or clean up after 
your guests, many folks are looking at another hour or so—all with 
work early the next day. 

I say all of that to ask you a question: how would you feel about 
moving the Super Bowl to a Saturday? Obviously, the (holi)day 
itself is called Super Bowl Sunday. That’s part of the deal. The NFL 
plays the majority of their games on Sunday, and that’s widely 
considered the day of the week for professional football.

Saturday would allow 
for folks to do that without the lingering reminder of work the next 
morning. It would also open up the schedule a bit for folks who 
find themselves having to hurry home from church in order to 
prepare for the festivities. 

It’s also worth noting that we see a similar move with college

This month our district spotlight shines on a wonderful educator by the name of John Shelley. For those who may not know Mr. 
Shelley, he is one of the smartest, most hard working, humble, and kind gentlemen you will ever meet. In the summer of 2013 after 22 
years in the classroom Mr. Shelley accepted a position at Adair County Board of Education as the Title I Director, Principal of Adair 
County Youth Development Center, Principal of Spectrum, District Site Base Coordinator, and Energy Coordinator. It makes me tired 
just typing it all...but to no one’s surprise John has exceeded expectations. 

Mr. Shelley is originally from Spencer County Kentucky where he graduated high school in 1987. John’s hard work and dedication 
was recognized and rewarded when he received an Academic Scholarship to the University of Kentucky.

Schools Across The 
State Have Already 
Lost Their School 
Nurses 

Additional schools are in great danger of 
losing their school nurses next year due to 
changes in Medicaid payment. 

•For the 2013-2014 school year, the Department of Public Health 
recommended changes in local health department satellite school 
clinic billing which drastically cut revenue. 

•For the 2011-2012 school year, health department nurses 
represented more than 2/3 of the school nurses across the state. 
Presently, this number is drastically decreasing! 

•45 of the 59 (representing all 120 KY counties) Local Health 
Boards reported having contracts with School Boards for school 
nurses for the 2011-2012 school year. Presently, this number is 
drastically decreasing! 

•Local school boards contracting with health departments to 
provide school nurses are the BEST way to ensure a nurse at every 
school. These partnerships cost the State of Kentucky ZERO 
DOLLARS* and provide the school systems a discounted price for 
a very valuable service. (*Local Health Departments pay the State’s 
30% payment match back to Medicaid) 

•As local health departments regrettably discontinue their school 
contracts, local school boards either have to discontinue school 
nursing services or provide their own staff. As this happens, fewer 
nurses are available to children and local tax money is being used 
for these services. In essence, a large amount of federal Medicaid 
money that has historically been utilized by local health 
departments to help offset school nurse costs are being replaced 
with local tax money. 

•Medicaid billings for all local health departments are less than 
one percent of the Medicaid total budget. 

•A school nurse is the only access to any health care for some 
school children. 

Please contact your legislators to support your school health 
program by insuring health department services (including school 
services) are covered under the new Managed Care Organization 
contracts. Hand written letters are best. Emails and phone calls are 
also sufficient. To find legislators in your area look to the box on 
this page. 

School nurses are vital in providing school health services. The 
local board of education contracting with the local health 
department ensures that students receive quality care during their 
educational experience.

to a 16-3 lead early in the contest. The Indians would regain their 
composure, however, mounting a 22-5 run over the course of the 
remainder of the first and much of the second quarter to take a 25- 
21 lead.

weighted balls, Cape’s fastball, which had topped out around 90 
mph during his senior season, was registering 94 mph off the 
mound. His performance gained the attentionof both his players 
and assistant coaches, who urged him to continue pursuing 
baseball. 

“They said, ‘What are you doing here? You need to go play!”’ 
he laughed. “Then one of my assistants mentioned me to a scout at 
a coaching convention. I don’t think he thought anything about it 
at the time.” 

“Even my parents thought I was kidding when I first told them,” 
he continued. “I had to send them my test papers to prove I threw 
that hard.” 

Cape then received a tryout with the Texas Rangers 
organization, and despite throwing well, was told he would not be 
offered a contract. 

“The scout told me it was simply a numbers thing. They had cut 
12 guys the day before I worked out for them, so there was just no 
room,” he said. 

One week later, Cape was on a plane to Arizona for an invite- 
only tryout. Cape was the only attendee that had not played minor 
league or independent baseball. That didn’t matter when he 
stepped to the mound. 

“I threw really well,” he said. “I felt great, and struck out the 
first four guys that came up, then broke the bat of the fifth guy.” 

Cape, who as a junior in high school was a five-foot-seven junk 
ball thrower whose fastball topped out at 77, now stands six-foot- 
three and registered 93 and 94 mph on the radar consistently in 
front of a professional scout. 

“It was surreal,” he began. “I walked off the field and felt better 
than I ever have in my life. There was a guy there with an 
independent team that offered me a contract on the spot, but I 
didn’t sign anything that day. I wanted to see how this played out.” 

It played out just as dramatically as the rest of Cape’s journey 
had. The Diamondbacks called Cape on Monday night to tell him 
that they too had too many arms on the roster and could not offer 
him a spot. 

“I thought, ‘Oh, okay. I’ll go play independent ball and see 
where it goes from there,”’ Cape explained. “Then I get a call this 
morning telling me they may have had an injury, and if that guy 
can’t play, I’m on their short list of players to call.” 

Two hours later, Cape’s phone rang again. It was the 
Diamondbacks, and they wanted him to report to Spring Training. 

“I can’t tell you what that felt like,” he laughed. “That’s the 
dream. That’s been the dream since we were five and playing Little 
League.” 

Even with the overwhelming joy, Cape realizes that this is just 
the start of a new dream: making the Major Leagues. 

“You just have to get in and you’ve got a shot,” he said of his 
chances. “If you have eyes on you, and you throw well at every 
level, they’ll give you a chance and you can make it. That’s what 
I’m going to try to do.”
